arrange for the assumption of certain of the functions and personnel 
of (BIDS, Upon the implementation of this agreement, CIO will undertake 
to meet the requirements of the Intelligence Division and the other 
departmental intelligence agencies, and will make every effort to fulfill 
their needs in the field of document exploitation,
